City police -but they cane anyway, 2/ The 
ambulance that picked up the child does not make emergency calls 
here - but they came. 3/ The ambulance Co. is located in Midwest 
City, where Tinker AFB is. 2 hrs. later, the child was transferred 
FROM Midwest City Hospital TO Tinker AFB Hospital, even though NONE 
of the family was eligable under Govt, rules! 4/ 2 days after the 
incident, 3 witnesses reported that the entire personal belongings 
of the family were packed into 2 large, blue vans, 2 described the 
trucks as being 'Air Force blue colored'. 

After several months of dead end loads,’ a contact was able to check 
the.records of the U,S.A.F, for one month after the incident. While 
no "CONCRETE proof is available, the contact said - " I am certain

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Jan. 25 - 67 - Granby - A Connecticut representitive of NICAP 
has investigated the report of UFO'S sighted last week hy three 
North Granby residents. Tod T ho hen, Jr. the NICAP investigator 
feels it is definitely that Miss Helen Godard and her two neices 
Missy, 14, and Candy, 16, all of 163 Granville Rd. No. Granby - 
did see a UFO three separate times in the space of about one-half 

hour, on Jan. 15th. He has no doubts about their story.. 

The Godard's were driving north on Rt. 189 through Granville, Mass, 
when, at 5:45 PM, their eyes were suddenly arrested "with a bright¬ 
ness that held you hypnotized" -lighting up the field and sky..,. 
There, outlined against Sodom Mountain, near a power line and at 
tree-top level, was an oval craft - with a domed top that was per¬ 
haps 50 ft. in diameter, 15 to 20 ft. high, and about a half-mile 
distant,.,. There may have been portholes, or there may have been 
lights coming at regular intervals from the lower flat part of the 
object. The witnesses are not sure of that, but they are certain 
that the light came in separate rays, some long, some short, and 
that the general effect was of a "soft, creamy but bright light." 
They got out of their car to watch it for two or three minutes - 
while it hovered, moved up the road and returned, always emitting a 
soft, constant hum, rather like the buzz of a bee, the girls said. 
When the UFO blacked out and they lost sight of it, the Godard’s 
returned to their car and went up the road to turn around. Back at 
the original spot, they saw the craft again and watched it about a 
minute before duel flames jetted out of the back and it slanted up¬ 
ward to disappear. At this point, the Godard's were admittedly 
frightened and xLso throughly fascinated. They wanted to continue 
the search, but with another witness; so they picked up a friend, 
Mrs. Rose Sierastki, of Granville, Mass. Following a red light in 
the sky to Loomis St. in No. Granby, they saw the saucer for a 3rd. 
and final time in an open field. When the car stopped - the craft 
did too. They watched for 3 or 4 minutes and has the feeling that 
they, too, were being watched. "It was such a fantastic thing - 
you had to look, whether you believed it or not."

He said the snow 
which had been underneath it looked undisturbed when he examined it 
after it had departed. "There were no footprints of the man, either 
Mr. Baldwin said, "after he left." Asked about his reaction he re¬ 
plied: "I was scared to death. But I'm going back out there with 

some fellows." "I don't know what he saw but he certainly was es. - 
cited when he yoi, home," His wife added.

An organization devoted 
to investigation of UFO'S Saturday termed a Herman St. Man's claim 
he twice enouuntered a flying saucer in the Town of Eden - "Totally 
unsupported hy fact." ( then follows previous data already printed;

We have 
checked the times, places and police record during this period. 

We have found no supporting evidence whatsoever for the series of 
events claimed."

UFO OVER SOUTH SHORE - Apparently any¬ 
one on the South Shore who looked up could see it. Seeing it was 
not the problem.

Mar. 4- 67 - Piggott. Arkansas. "Strange objects often seen - 
Eyewitnesses describe them." Barking dogs throughout this area in 
extreme NE Arkansas are beginning to jangle the nerves of the citi¬ 
zens. But— what is causing thoir dogs to bark during the night is 
becoming MORE disturbing. Night after night, reports are being made 
by the people in this area of their sightings of UFO ,,v . Several 
have been reported sighted this w$ek» As many as SEVi-* of the UFO'S 
have been seen at one time, citizens say. They have been reported 
by school teachers, farmers and teen-agers. Last night, the Press- 
Scimitar sent me to this area to talk to those persons who report 
they have seen them. To a person- they agree the UiffO'S they have 
sighted move without the sound of engine. And some of them have 
been seen 100 yards off the ground. Floyd Bellers, a 40 yr. old 
farmer, of Rt. 2, Piggott, whose daughter finished in the finals 
of the Miss Variety contest in Memphis last week has been visited 
by the strange aircraft, he and others report. Bellers said, - 
"Two weeks ago, about 11 PM, mu dog began barking furiously. We 
were in bed. I sent my oldest son, Toddy, 16, to investigate. He 
came running in and said to get up if I wanted to see a flying saucer. 
I went outside and watched it. It came over our house with lights 
flashing. It appeared to be about 200 ft. up in the air and perhaps. 
50 ft. across. It had a dome light on top. It moved slowly off for 
about 2 miles, made a turn and turnedfrom a white to red as it rose. 
When it lowered it turned back white in color." The second visit to 
the Beller home was last Tuesday, by the UFO. Mrs. Beller was home 
and saw this one. She said exicitedly... "I looked out the window 
and saw this thing on the south side of the house, about 100 girds 
up from the ground. Its lights were reddish. It hovered and slowly 
moved away." Their daughter, Marilyn, 17, also observed the UFO. 

"It made no noise whatsoever. It was a flat oval shape," she said. 
Kenneth Roderey, 21, of Piggott, 3 miles from the Bellers farm, said

ground. Then it made a bee-line for my car,it swerved off and left 
at a terrific rate of speed, A couple of months ago I saw another 
one. One thing for certain — it was no plane."

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Persons living in the area are used to jet aircraft. 2he huge 
SAC BASE at Blytheville from which fly the huge B-52 bombers is 
50 -60 miles away. "But those planes always follow a set pattern 
on take-offs and approaches for landings," said Bellers. "this 
things we are seeing have no particular flight pattern. They stop, 
go, hover and change altitude instantly." Piggott is in extreme 
NE Arkansas, a few miles from where the St. Prancis River separates 
Arkansas from Missouri. It is about 120 miles from Memphis.... 

Mrs. Golden Hester, lining about 2 miles from the Bellers home said 
she has seen them. Her son Barry reported he saw £ last Tuesday 
night. "Ronnie Paine and Jimmy Walker and I saw them. There were 
4 4 together over Piggott, another far off. Each seemed to be a 
reef whirly mass, about 2 car lengths in size. "There were two of 
them over Brown's show factory. They left and two mo. u appeared 
over it. Then they moved northeast." "Two weeks ago, I saw a 
huge one over Beller's house. It was gliding slowly along, a red¬ 
dish color of light coming from it. It looked about the size of a 
house. The light later became whitish, like incasescent," Hester 

said. Jerry Sample, living 5 miles SE of Piggott said: 

"I saw one Thursday night about 9:30. It was near the Hester's 
and Beller’s home ( 3 miles from town 5 Our dogs began barking and 
Mother ( Mrs. Delbert Sample ) told me to go out and check. Then I 
saw this weird light, red, over their homes. It hovered there, its 
lights going off and on, then it moved on. It was round. It wasn't 
a plane of any type and there was no sound. I don't know what it 
was, but one thing for sure - it wasn't Swamp Gas like I've seen 
some scientist try to say they are. There are no swamps around 

here!" . R. B, Cullen, Piggott Policeman said, "I've never seen 

one. My son, who has been in the Air -“orce 13 months did observe 
some of the UFOS about 3 miles east of Piggott. "He used to camp 
out there with some buddies. They kept telling me about this strange 
craft that FOLLOWED the B-52’s as they would come infor their land 
ings each morning at 2. This thing would always follow the last 
bomber in as it made its approach for a landing. Then it trould take 

off." "One night, the thing lost oontrol-wobbled crazily.

HISTORY OF FLORIDA UFO ACTIVITY 


SAUCERS EVERYWHERE!!!

In recent months, a great deal of UFO informatio concern¬ 
ing ’flying saucer' encounters in New Hamphhire and Michigan has 
flooded the news media. 

However, the Shunshine State, Florida, does not have to take 

a back seat to anyone :

check of his files last weekend and’ came up with some very inter¬ 
esting information concerning Fla. and its UFO problem. 

Over the past 21 years Florida has been found to have ranked 
about fouth in the nation, so far as the number of saucers sighted 
since 1946. Outranking Florida have been California, Ohio and New 
Mixico. The encounters to 1967 include pacing of cars and planes 
by UFO'S, radar and theodolite trackings of UFO'S, animal re-actions 
to UFO'S, angel hair falls from UFO'S, photographs and movies of 
UFO'S, UFO'S with "windows", plane chases by UFO'S, electromagnetic 
interference of UFO'S on TV, lights, etc. and UFO sightings by mili¬ 
tary personel and scientists. 

Angel Hair , a falling substance that falls frdm the sky, many 
times during UFO appearances and perhaps related to their propulsion 
have been reported in Florida. On Sept. 20, 1892 great sheets of 
white material in vast quantity fell at Gainesville. On Nov.11, '62 
when a UFO was spotted overhead (Lakeland) loops and whorls of angel 
hair fell to the ground. On Feb. 1st. 1967 between Sebastian and 
Vero Beach a sky full of wispy stuff floated down on the breeze and 
was reported by dozens of autoists. Spectators grabbed the silky 
strands in their hands and it vanished slowly on their fingertips. 
The substance fell over mailboxes, telephone lines, po- r lines and 
automobiles. Prior to this fall, brothers Dennis and David Walrath 
reported they watched a cigar-shaped UFO hover for 10 minutes over 
Sebastian Inlet. The UFO reflected the sun like a mirror. 

Photographs and/or movies of UFO'S were taken over Florida^ 

This was upon three occasions. Marine Corp. Ralph Mayer took

The UFO had a projection on its top. On Dec. 6, ’59 Seaman J.J. 
Rehill with his Argus C-3 Camera took color film of 5 white UFO’S 
one followed by a white streak over Miami. On Jan. 22, ’61 Store 
Manager Harry Caslar took 8mm footage of a metallic-looking cigar - 
shaped UFO, which was revolving at Ft. Walton near Eglin AFB.

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Radar - trackings became a •' dime a dozen " and man# times 
were backed by simultaneous visual sightings from "the air and from 
the ground. In May, 1946 Lt„ Andrew A. Titcomb, gunnery and radar 
officer at LaGrange reported an ellipitical UPO that manuevered 
overhead. On Feb. 22, 1950, pilots, ground observers and radar 
crewmen at the Key West Naval Air Station reported two glowing UFO'S 
overhead. The radar screens indicated the objects were at an al¬ 
titude too great for pursuit. In the summer of 1952 a USAF Colonel, 
pilot, co-pilot and scanner, while investigating a radar target 
saw a manuevering egg-shaped UFO over the MacDill AFB and chased it 
with their jet. On Nov. 8, 1956, Donald Freestone, a Pan American 
master radar mechanic tracked a UFO over Miami and off the tip of 
Florida. It was 4 to 5 times larger than any known aircraft and 
was traveling 4,000 miles per hour. Prior to this or Dec. 11, '56 
a Navy Jet pilot reported a "dogfight with a round, o.jnge-red UFO 
over Jacksonville. His encounter was verified by the crew of two 
airlines nearby and was confirmed on the Naval Air Station radar 
screens. 

Two Navy jets tried to close in on the object, when it rose 
rapidly up to 50,000 ft. and was witnessed visually by persons on 
the ground, as it returned and circled and buzzed the jets in the 
pursuit. On March 29,1957, Captain Jacobson of Pan American Air¬ 
lines observed a brilliant, pulsating UFO for 4 to 5 minutes, which 
was confirmed by radar off the East Coast of Florida. On May 20, 
1961, Air Police and other personnel at Tyndall AFB made visual 
and radar contact of a UFO that dove and climbed over the base. 
Theseradar trackings leaked out, before radar trackings and photo¬ 
graphs became classified information by official orders. 

( Air Force Regulation 200-2 ) 

Two encounters with UFO'S rendered two Florida men uncounoious 
and they suffered injuries . Other evidence was found also at the 
site of both incidents. On July 19, 1952 at West Palm Beach, Scout- 
Master J. D. "Sonny" Desvergers was rendered unconsoious by a "ball 
of fire" that was directed towards him from a hovering dome-topped 
UFO, which was humming, spinning and appeared to be about 30 feet 
in diameter. The object, which hovered about 10 ft. in the air - 
smelled like "rotten eggs" and burned the Scoutmaster in several 
places. "Sonny" noted a sound like a door opening on the top of the 
UFO prior to the attack and he stated that "they were probably afraid 
of him, as he was of them." Desvergers was afraid to tay anymore, 
for fear that he would start another Orson Welles par„_ ■, Grass roots 

in the area were charred black as if by some strong heat induction 
field. 

•n , 2 n Marcl1 14, 1965 a well known dog trainer James W. Flynn of 
Fort Meyers was rendered unconscious and suffered head and eye in¬ 
juries due to a hovering UFO. The incident occurred in the Ever¬ 
glades. The UFO was a bright yellow color and had four tiers of 
"windows". It appeared to be around 100 ft. in diameter and 25-30 
ft. above the ground. A black oily looking circle was found on the 
ground below where the UFO hovered and when measured was 72 ft. in 
diameter. The tops of 25 ft. trees nearby were seared.

Two cases of rocket tests being interfered with were reported 
from Cape Canaveral (Now Cape Kenedy) in the past. In Sept, 1962 
an automatic tracking system switched from a rocketto a UFO, which 
had already been tracked 10 minutes prior to the launching. The UPO 
gave a strong "radar target" and was evidently much larger than the 
rockejs. On March 18, 1963 , a large white UPO with a r: light was 
seen by & Pt. Lauderdale witnesses a few moments before a Minuted Man 
rocket veered off course and hadto be destroyed. Though this may 
have been a coincidence, both targets left the area, the UPO just af¬ 
ter the rocket was destroyed from the ground. 

On Sept. 21, 1965 near St. Petersburg, a well-trained and ex¬ 
perienced crew of employees of the Mason Aerospace Co. tracked a bluish 
white UPO with a theodolite , ^bert VT, Elliot and Marlin H. Eldred 
said the UPO was tracked'for one half minute after which time it re¬ 
versed direction and left the area at from 90° East. 

Three UPO incidents were reported of UPOS pacing cars. On July 
8, 1964 Mr. and Mrs. Vernon C, Fields of St. Petersburg observed 2 
multicolored UPOS maneuver in a "jerky manner" above their car. Prior 
to this on June 23, 1964, 15 to 20 glowing disc-shaped UPOS paced the 

car of Mr. and Mrs. Harry Taylor, at times in V-Formation at Vero 

Beach. Also in the car as additional witnesses were their daughter 
Linda and Eddie Pfund. On May 6, 1966 Real Estate man, Bill Kerlas 
from Cape Coral was stopped for speeding by the Highway Patrol on the 
Tamiame Trail. His story revealed: Keralas said he was chased by a 

green-blue UPO (about 100 ft. in diameter) for 10 miles. He raced a- 

way from the object at tii.es at 115 MPH. The object illuminated the 
highway and finally "whooshed over his car" before leading the area. 
Needless to say Kerelas was very disturbed and the police said they 
believed his tale of woe. 

Several cases of electro-magnetic interferences were revealed to 
have occurred in Florida due to UEo appearances. On Nov, 2, 1955 - 
Deputy Sheriff A. H. Perkins and Patrolman C. iff. Bell fcu some weird 
Ufo experiences. Perkins saw UPOS twice, after many reports were made 
by other persons nearby. Bell saw 6 oval-shaped UPOS moving is spurts. 
As the objects appeared over their police car, both reported that they 
felt stinging heat coming from the objects. On Dec. 18, 1957 at Sara¬ 
sota TV interference was reported by many as a UPO flew overhead. 

* On Dec. 18, 1966 ^1 Fields, a retired RCA engineer at Port Richey 
reported UPOS for the 4th. time over his home. When the UPO hovered 
above his home his house vibrated and he reported a "prickling sen¬ 
sation" on his skin and an "electrical shock". The UPO was a "great 
^d 8,01 ^ 0 ^ 60 ^ four darker spots on it underside — a typical saucer 

shaped often reported elsewhere. 

AjQlmal g react to UFOS too! Both of these cases occurred at Belle 
ln 1952, two days apart. On Sept. 14 a dependable employee of 
the Everglades Experimental Station, Floyd Brown, reported his en¬ 
counter with a whistling red UPO that had a hishg pitched sound that 
stampeded his cows twice in the pasture and left an acrid, ammonia- 
like odor in the area. On Sept. 16 cattle on another nearby farm bol- 
TT^e. a 1 . clrcu ^ ar W H'* 1 a row of lights passed overhead. Reports 
-UFO S _by pilots who chased them were fsequent for on July 18, 1952/ 
two officers, weatherman, several others repoz*te& they saw 4 amber 
colored UFOs circle above Patrick APB. CONTINUED 



On March 24, 1954 a Marine Corp jet pilot chased a UFO in - 
vain over nearby Florida Missile Range# UFOS react violently to 
lights at times (this has “been confirmed at various localities). 

On May 17, 1958 a UFO flared brillantly and shot out of sight - 
straight up, when a high-powered spotlight was directed towards it. 
This occurred at Ft. Lauderdale. UFOS with "windows "were reported 
on at least 3 ocassions, including one early Fla. report. On Aag. 

1, 1946 an Air Force transport pilot, Jack Puckett, a Captain, re¬ 
ported a large cigar-shaped UFO near his transport plane. It app- • 
roached his C-47 head on and veered across his path. Capt. Puckett 
stated the UFO was about t wice the size of a B-29 and had many "port 
holes or windows" along its side. On Janl4, I960 a white UFO with 
10 ports or windows was reported over Sarasota by an eyewitness. 
While again on May 4, I960 at Sarasota architect reported a yellow 
ellipitical UFO with 4 evenly spaced "windows" square, with slightly 
rounded corners. 

Two indidents were -planes were paced by UFOS occurred in 1966 
in Fla. On April 25, Gov. Haydon -burns with a group of newsmen and 
political officials reported two bright reddish-yellow lighted UFOS 
that followed their plane when leaving Orlando. On Sept. 20, 1966 
pilot Jamws J. O'Connor reported that a cone-shaped UFO, the size of 
a good city block or of a football field shadowed and paced his pri¬ 
vate plane over Sebring at 9,500 ft. He said the UFO made a sound 
like "rubber tires screeching on a rainy road". He was so fright¬ 
ened by the encounter at one point that he started to shoot at the 
UFO with a .38 caliber pistol he carries in his plane. 

Two UFO events of objects like the planet Saturn were cited by 
eyewitnesses. On Aug. 14, 1952 at Coral Gables a white UFO with 
orange rings around it was reported by many, while on March 24, ’54 
Capt. Bon Holland, a U.S. Marine pilot chased a round UFO "having 
rings around it like the planet Saturn" and tried to photograph it- 
but was unsuccessful due to mamuevers that occurred.* .. .
